THE USELESSNESS OF LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS. 

Richiand Center, Wis., Feb. 4.—Discus- 
sion on the merits of the league of na- 
tions has become old, but as the Bok 
peace contest has revived the discussion 
to sone extent I would like to say & 
word on it. 

My idea is that, regardless of all other 
things, the league of nations is superfiu- 
ous so far as ites main purpose is con- 
eerned. 

If the league is to be an instrument 
through which force is to be applied. of 
an economic or military kind, te compel 
a return of peace in any case peace is 
broken, the league may only do so by the 
ald of the nations composing it. which 
nations would have the same power to 
employ force in concert if no league ex- 
isted. And with the present rapid means 
of communication between different parts 
of the world in existence, an agreement 
to use force in concert needs no league 
to give it birth. 

As an instrument to apply moral force 


civilized nation of the world today knows 
each day what the overt public opinion 
of each other nation of the world is on 
that day, and, therefore, every civilized 
nation knows constantly what the world's 
public opinion is as regards it. If war 
becomes imminent, conversation between 
capital and capital takes place all over 
the. world. Offers of mediation are im- 
mediately forthcoming from different 
countries; and public opinion generalty 
begins to travel in official channels. We 
need in the world no-body or bodies com- 
posed of men, each isolated from the cur- 
rént opinion and publie sentiment of his 
own country, and, therefore, out of touch 
with world opinion as the aggregate of 
the public opinion of the different indi- 
| vidual nat.ons of the world, as a body or 
bodies to relay moral influences through 
in times of emergency. 
Agreements by nations to arbitrate 
with each ober, and an independent 
court to arbitrate before, if added to the 
influences that naturally come into play, 
furnish about every means that can be 
practiially used to effect or preserve 
peace ip the world as it is today.
